The bill in the legislature which would prohibit 
the televising or broadcasting of any proceedings in 
which the testimony of witnesses is taken under 
oath comes up at a good time when the McCarthy- 
Army hearings at Washington serve as an example 
of the way modern publicity methods make actors 
out of participants. 


In the past many jurists have balked at the tele- 


vising of court proceedings on the grounds that 
witnesses are always conscious of being in the 


center of a stage with a tremendous television and 
radio audience following the actions and the words 
of each with avid interest. 

The Judicial Council of Massachusetts has rec- 
ommended the passage of the bill now before the 


legislature. (At this writing it has passed the 
house). It would not prevent open hearings but it 


would tend to allow proceedings to be carried on 
quietly and more speedily without the fanfare that 
accompanies the ‘‘show’’ effect of television or 
dio.

REMOVING THE APPENDIX 
By Science Features 


An appendectomy is one of the 
most frequent operations, account- 
ing for 10 to 15 per cent of all 
major surgeries performed in gen- 
eral hospitals. The operation was 
not always as simple as it is to- 
day, when education, new surgical 
methods and the use of antibiotics 
have introduced a new era. The 
death rate from 
appendicitis 
10.9 per 100,000 
people in 1911— 
declined to 1.3 
in 1953. 

The appendix 
is a small blind 
tube located at 
the beginning of 
the large intes- 
tine. Material 
passing through 
the tube is load- 
led with bacteria that can infect the 
tissue and cause inflammation—a 
lcondition known as appendicitis. 
Experience has shown that prompt 
lattention and an early operation 
lare necessary to avoid serious com- 
iplications. 
| One complication that can re- 
lsult from a ruptured appendix is 
called peritonitis, It is caused by 
ithe infected fluid of th appendix 
flowing into the abdominal cavity. 
ITo prevent this infection, anti- 
biotics are used before and aiter 
surgery. 
| According to Dr. Paul S, Rhodes, 
the drugs most widely used _ in 
lcases of peritonitis are penicillin 
and streptomycin, administered si- 
multaneously. For such usage, a 
new drug, appropriately named 
combiotic, combines these two anti- 
biotics. 

The common symptoms of ap- 
pendicitis are nausea and pain in 
the lower right side of the belly. 
However, as the position of the ap- 
pendix in the abdomen can vary, 
so can the pained area and it is 
wise not to rely on the usual symp- 
toms.
